That’s the picture authorities painted of 
what went down May 19 in Kenwood, where 
Christopher Coleman was arrested for alleg- 
edly shooting a high school friend. 

Coleman, 20, of the 8500 block of South 
Morgan Street, was charged with aggravated 
battery and attempted robbery

hearing Thursday Gomez along with 
his companion returned fire. 

Garcia was fatally shot in the chest, 
and according to a Chicago police re- 
port, Gomez was the gunman.

Another ac- 
quaintance recently got mar- 
ried to her long-time beau, a 
man she brought home for 
what started as a one-night 
stand from a notoriously 
hopping Chicago bar. 

Still another friend started 
sleeping with her friend— 
later turned boyfriend— after 
one particularly beer-sodden 
night. They are moving in 
together in the fall. 

All these stories may 
sound like the urban legend 
of hookup-turned-love, but 
for many in our ever-evolving 
world, casual hookups are 
now part of the getting-to- 
know-you game. According 
to Match.com’s 2014 Singles 
in America study more 
than half of all Americans have had a one-night 
stand or friend-with-benefits and 28 percent 
have had a sexy buddy turn into a long-term 
partner. 

Love anthropologist Dr. Helen Fisher sug- 
gests casual sex is not ruining romantic love or 
even long-term attachment. Instead, changing 
social norms are allowing people to get back to 
their primitive hump first, love later instinct. 

As Fisher explains, having sex tells someone 
a lot about their potential mates’ compatibility 
from basics like pleasing pheromones and 
proper positioning to nuances like adequate 
attention to detail and ability to make decent 
pancakes. Plus, sex can boost oxytocin, the 
brain’s attachment chemical, which in turn can 
boost the potential for romantic love. 


Fisher says the long-term kind of attach- 
ment that we often associate with that forever 
and ever kind of love comes a lot later, after 
a bout of mutual food poisoning, a disaster- 
prone trip to Thailand and at least two holi- 
days with the S.O.’s crazy family Sex may come 
fast, but deep love attachment builds slowly 
and may or may not have much to do with all 
the sexy bits. 

However all is not sunshine and rimjobs in 
the land of fast sex and slow love. As a society 
whether or not we causally sex, we stiU yoke a 
lot of old social values to our sexy time. This 
is where we run into unsexy problems and 
suffering. 

We often teach girls that sex means “giving 
up” or “losing” something (i.e. 
their innocence, their pre- 
cious, precious flower). This 
then equates sex, for men, to 
gaining something— usually 
power and/or dominance of 
women or mad bro-points 
with their buds. 

When it comes to sex, there 
is still this nagging persistent 
idea that being good will 
“earn” men sex; while we teach 
women that being good will 
“earn” them a boyfriend. As a 
society through our movies, 
our abstinence-only sex ed 
and our god-damn fairytales, 
we set the sexes against each 
other, telling each that sex 
means something more than 
just sex; it means value and 
judgment. 

Wth all this social condi- 
tioning tied to sex, we end up 
with feelings after sex that have little to do with 
the actual sex and everything to do with how 
society tells us we should feel about the sex. 
And those feelings often are not linked to love 
but to shame or ego-tastic pride or even hate. 

But if, as Fisher suggests, times are chang- 
ing and more people are starting to embrace 
sex as part of the path to love, then maybe we 
can shed all this extra weight of the gendered 
“shoulds” of sex. Maybe if sex could be just 
sex— something that could mean the start of 
something awesome but more likely means 
a decent roll in the hay and a new pancake 
recipe — then as human beings we would be 
more free to explore and create our romantic 
love and attachment.

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Privacy, safety are chief 
concerns for those living 
near soon-to-open trail

J ohn Knoerle admits he’s the “designated 
curmudgeon” of the neighborhood, but 
when it comes to the Bloomingdale Trail, 
slated to open practically in his front yard, 
he thinks a little grumpiness is justified. 

“It’s going to change our lives dramatically, mostly 
for the worse,” he said. “But you can’t stop progress.” 

The front windows of Knoerle’s Bucktown home 
face directly onto what used to be an abandoned 
stretch of train tracks that slice through the city’s 
Northwest Side. On June 6, the former rail line will 
open to the public and anyone walking, running or 
biking on the trail could see Knoerle, 66, reading or 
relaxing in his well-appointed front room, he says. 

Knoerle’s concerns about The 6o6 — the umbrella 
name for the elevated trail and what will be six parks 
dotting the line— highlight a uniquely urban ques- 
tion: Will transforming a desolate railroad track into 
a popular city thoroughfare make residents safer or 
less so? And what happens to the people whose living 
areas are clearly visible from the trail?

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On the one hand, the area likely will be 
cleaner, better-lit and more accessible to law 
enforcement— but on the other hand, as 
Knoerle opines, “Wherever you have more 
traffic, you have more crime.” 

And the traffic likely will be extensive. Offi- 
cials did not disclose an estimate of how many 
people might use the park on a typical day, but 
according to the Trust for Public Land, which 
is managing The 606 project, 80,000 people 
live within a 10 -minute walk of the park. 

That means walkers, cyclists and, Knoerle 
fears, people gawking at his front room. He 
plans to install smoked windows and a secu- 
rity camera, and he hopes to see increased 
police presence. 

“I don’t see how there couldn’t be {more 
crime once the park opens},” he said. Chi- 
cago Police Department spokesman Martin 
Maloney denies that. 

“It’s important to remember that a highly 
used park space is better than having a largely 
abandoned space,” he wrote in an email to 
RedEye. “While the opening of the Bloom- 
ingdale Trail/606 may bring more people to 
the area, there is no reason to believe the 
transformation of the space and creation of a 
park would lead to an increase in crime.” 

Maloney declined to comment on specifics 
of police strategy around the trail, but he said 
the area would be staffed appropriately and 
that the trail will have security cameras. 

In addition, some officers working in the 
police district that covers most of the trail will 
be equipped with body cameras, according to 
police sources. 

New Tbrk’s High Line is another example 
of an elevated railway converted to a park; in- 
cidences of crime there reportedly have been 
very low. From July through December of last 
year, there was just one crime reported in the 
park: a grand larceny according to a New York 
Police Department spokesman. 

Bernhard Moos Elementary School in Lo- 
gan Square butts right up against the future 
606, and principal Karime Asaf said she is 
“super thrilled” for the 2.7-mile park and trail 
system to open. 

She’s not concerned about what people 
might see from the new trail. Rather, she’s 
relieved her students won’t have to keep see- 
ing what used to be on the deserted track: gar- 
bage, needles, couples making out. 

‘At one time there was a piano out there, 
a piano we could see on the abandoned rail,” 
she said. 

Knoerle has had issues with the empty area, 
too. He’s had rocks thrown at his window and 
a couple of years ago heard what he thinks was 
the beginning of a gang scuffle. 

Both those things have recently happened 
to Antonio Sanchez, too. Sanchez, 28, lives 
about a mile and a half directly west of Kno- 
erle, in Logan Square. His apartment building 
also faces the trail. 

Sanchez has mixed feelings about the up- 


Strangers whooshing by in view of your iiving room isn’t a new problem in Chicago, where the CTA’s elevated tracks can provide a view of 
residents’ balconies, backyards or even bathrooms. Ashley March! just moved to one such apartment. 

March!, 25, lives in Lakeview near the Wellington stop on the Brown and Purple lines, and her windows and balcony are so close to the train 
“you could probably high-five the conductor as he goes by,” she said. 

While contending with the noise of the train may not be a factor for 606 residents, she’s got some other advice for those living within view of 
the trail and park system, which will be open from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 


» Pay attention to the time of day. Gawkers get the best 
view inside if your lights are on when it’s dark out. “Pretty 
much as soon as I get home [in the evening]. I’ll shut the 
blinds on that side of the house,” she said. 


» Try to get used to it. “Big Brother is kind of 
always watching you on this one, except Big 
Brother is the entire city,” she said. “Just know 
that you’re not going to be alone.” 


» Don’t take it too seriously. 

“Maybe wave to some people,” 
she said. “Because it’s funny.”

coming opening. On the one hand, he thinks 
it will be beautiful, and maybe clear out the 
“ghetto people” who he says frequent the 
area. On the other hand, he said, parking will 
be a nightmare, it won’t stop gangs from using 
Bloomingdale as a conduit, and people on the 
trail can see right into his windows and those 
of his friend and brother, who live on the sec- 
ond floor of his building. 

Questions of security and privacy were 
considered by the park’s designers, said Ben 
Helphand a co-founder of Friends of the 
Bloomingdale Trail who has been working to 
get the project off the ground since 2002. 


“It’s not that different from living on a well- 
walked sidewalk, [or] well-walked streets,” 
said Helphand, who lives a few blocks north 
of the trail site. “I know that the design team 
has been incredibly careful to design things to 
provide as much privacy and security as pos- 
sible ... the design is the best solution for a lot 
of privacy issues.” 

Eventually vines will cover the walls, po- 
tentially blocking the neighbors from view, 
Helphand said. In addition, the trail itself 
doesn’t follow a straight line: it “shifts side to 
side to go up against edges where you’re not 
close to the house.” Helphand said he is ex- 


cited for the whole city to discover what was 
until now a well-kept secret. 

“You can go under it 1,000 times and still 
not know what it’s like to be up there,” he 
said. “Now everybody will be able to see that.” 

Sanchez didn’t want to guess whether the 
area will be safer once the park opens —but he 
won’t be around very long to find out. His new 
landlord plans to raise the rent higher than 
Sanchez can afford. He’ll have to move in the 
next few months. 

Knoerle might move, too, if the area be- 
comes too crowded. He doesn’t want to fight 
bike traffic or wait too long to pull his car 
out of the garage. He may end up putting his 
home on Airbnb instead. 

“I think if it’s too insane and we just can’t 
handle it, we might have this be a vacation 
rental,” he said. “The last thing we’d want to do

Tornado kills at least 13 
near U.S.-Mexlco border 


A tornado raged through a city on the U.S.- 
Mexico border Monday, destroying homes, 
flinging cars like matchsticks and ripping an in- 
fant from its mother’s arms. At least 13 people 
were killed, authorities said. 

In Texas, 12 people were reported missing 
in flash flooding from a line of storms that 
stretched from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
Great Lakes. 

The baby was also missing after the twister 
that hit Ciudad Acuna, a city of 125,000 across 
from Del Rio, Texas, sent its infant carrier fly- 
ing. Rescue workers began digging through 
the rubble of damaged homes in a race to find 
victims. 

The twister hit a seven-block area, which 
Victor Zamora, interior secretary of the north- 
ern state of Coahuila, described as “devastated.” 

Three hundred people were being treated 
for injuries at local hospitals, and 400 houses 
were fully or partially destroyed, said Edgar 
Gonzalez, spokesman for the city government. 


“There’s nothing standing, not walls, not 
roofs,” Gonzalez said, describing some of the 
destroyed homes in a i square mile stretch. 

Photos from the scene showed cars with 
their hoods torn off, resting upended against 
single-story houses. One car’s frame was bent 
around the gate of a house. A bus was seen 
flipped and crumpled on a roadway 

The twister struck not long after daybreak, 
around the time buses were preparing to take 
children to school, Zamora said. 

In the U.S., the weather system dumped 
record rainfall on parts of the Plains and Mid- 
west, spavming tornadoes and causing major 
flooding that forced at least 2,000 Texans from 
their homes. 

The storms were blamed for three deaths 
Saturday and Sunday including two in Okla- 
homa and one in Texas, where a man’s body 
was recovered from a flooded area along the 
Blanco River, which rose 26 feet in an hour and 
created huge piles of debris.

Bears cut ties with 
Ray McDonald

Ray McDonald’s second chance with the 
Bears lasted only 62 days before he landed in 
police custody again Monday His second ar- 
rest in the past nine months prompted the 
new regime to release him Monday afternoon. 

Now the Bears are left to contend with the 
fallout from their unreciprocated trust in Mc- 
Donald’s vow to end his legal troubles. 

McDonald was arrested for misdemeanor 
domestic violence and child endangerment, 
the Santa Clara, Calif, police department 
said. It’s the second time since Aug. 31 that 
he’s been arrested as a result of women claim- 
ing he assaulted them. 

According to police, McDonald was arrest- 
ed Monday after officers learned “he physical- 
ly assaulted the victim while she was holding 
a baby” Police responded to a disturbance at 
McDonald’s residence at 3:48 a.m. PDT, but 
McDonald had left the scene. He was located 
at a house owned by former San Francisco 
teammate Justin Smith, and he was arrested 
there, police and property records show 

“We believe in second chances, but when 
we signed Ray we were very clear what our 
expectations were if he was to remain a Bear,” 
general manager Ryan Pace said in a state- 
ment. “He was not able to meet the standard 
and the decision was made to release him.” 

Bears chairman George McCaskey initially 
vetoed Pace’s request to sign the embattled 
defensive lineman in March because of what 
he perceived to be a pattern of frequent be- 
havioral problems. 

However, McCaskey changed his mind af- 
ter McDonald flew to Chicago and met with 


him, and after he spoke to McDonald’s par- 
ents via telephone. The Bears signed McDon- 
ald on March 24 to a one-year, $1.5 million 
contract that included no guaranteed money 
In discussing the signing that day McCas- 
key indicated the club would highly scrutinize 
McDonald’s actions going forward. But Mc- 
Donald won’t play a down in a Bears uniform, 
leaving those who vouched for him to con- 
template their lost gamble. 

RAY MCDONALD’S 
LEGAL TROUBLES 

May 25, 2014: Police responded to 
McDonald’s San Jose, Calif., home after a 
woman allegedly grabbed a gun during an 
argument with her fiance. 

Aug. 31, 2014: McDonald was arrested 
in the early hours on suspicion of felony 
domestic abuse after an incident at his 
birthday party. 

Nov. 10, 2014: The Santa Clara County 
District Attorney’s Office declined to 
file domestic violence charges against 
McDonald. 

Dec. 13, 2014: A night of alcohol and sex 
with a woman triggered a sexual assault 
investigation involving McDonald that has 
not been resolved. 

Dec. 17, 2014: The 49ers released 
McDonald, who played the first 14 games 
of the season. 

March 16, 2015: McDonald filed a defa- 
mation lawsuit against the sexual assault 
accuser to try to push the case toward a 
resolution and move on with his career. 

May 25, 2015: McDonald was arrested 
in California on separate misdemeanor 
charges of domestic violence and child 
endangerment.
